BARBITAL is an energetic and intelligent young man 
born and raised in JaEOSLAW, fiiand, where he lived wi^.. his. 
parents I a sister and a brother at Ulioa Corsohowaka Bis 

father, Stanislaw RYOiLO^SiCI, was Killed in Poland by Ukrainian . 
bandits in 1932. BARBITi\L was arrested on the Hungarian border 
by Cerman authorities in the winter of 1939 and sent to TarnopoX, 
where he was held about three or four months, and then transferred 
to Auschwitz Concentration Camp. He was one of the first 
e^rlvals at this camp, and was held here until March 1943» when 
he was sent to flosaenburg. Here he was held uhtil July 1943 1 when 
he was transferred to Dachau, where he was freed on 29 April 114-r 
by the Americans. 

It waa In Plosseaburg Concentration Camp (near iftden on 
the Czeph border) that Abbeyf ele first met BARBITAL, from this time
